Manchester, June 14.—In St. Jo- 


seph's Cathedral this forenoon, 
the 


last honors were paid to Rt. Rev. 
John B. Delany, late Bishop of Man- 
chester. The splendid house of wor- 
ship -was filled with those who came 
to mourn for the dead .prelate and 
the religious services were beautiful 
and impressive. 


The funeral was held at half-past 


ten, but the doors of the cathedral 
"were opened an hour before. 


The body of Bishop Delany rested 


in its massive metal casket upon a 
great catafalque at the head of the 
center aisle. 


The church was draped in black 


and purple. The altars were hidden 
and great streamers were stretched 
across the interior of the building. 
Immense festoons 
hung from 
the 


arches and pillars and the choir bal- 
cony -was draped in mourning. 


The solemn pontificial mass 
was 


celebrated by Rt. Rev. William H. 
O'Connell 
of 
Portland, 
coadjutor- 


archbishop of Boston and a personal 
ifriend of Bishop Delany. His assist- 
ant was Rt. Rev. Mgr. Eugene M. 
O'Callaghan of Concord, for 
years' 


rector of the Church of the Immacu- 
late Conception in Portsmouth, who 
is now in charge of the diocese ot 
Manchester.

-Bishop, de- 


livered the funeral oration. 
It was 


eloquent and touching, yet comfort- 
ing in the highest degree to those 
who heard it.

upon the minds

For a time the entire harbor front 


threatened on the north side, 


the flames being with difficulty kept 
within the confines of the wharf 01 
the Merchants & Miners Transpor- 
tation company, and on the south 
side a stubborn battle being fought.

VIRGINS' GARLANDS. 


Memorlali) In *n En«ll«li Cbwrch *• 


GirlH Ti-tt* to JflT»t Love. 


There are seven "vir.'iins" garlanrls" 


still in existence In Minsterlcy cliurcli, 
Salop, tlie first of tuern bearing the 
date 1554 and the last 1751. 


They consist of silk ribbons and 


paper" "ball shaped, and aw covered 
with rosettes, tlie inside center ut" tlie 
cane or wire frame supporting a pftC 
of paper gloves. They represent a ro- 
mantic custom of very ancient origin 
and are sacred to the memory of girls 
who \vhile betrothed in their youth 
lost their intended husbands by deatb, 
yet remained true to their first loves. 


Eacb maiden designed hor own gar- 


land, and at ber death this simple em- 
blem ivas borne before ber by tbe vil- 
lage lasses, the -\vbite gloves being aft- 
erward added. 
After tbe obsequies 


these garlands were suspended in tbe^ 
village church on a rod bearing at its 
extremity n heart in tbe shape of an 
escutcheon, npon which tbe initials and 
date were inscribed. These were origi- 
nally fixed above the maiden's pew. 


Some of the earliest and forgotten 


garlands \vere composed of real flow- 
ers, but later the covered hoops de- 
scribed were substituted. 


There is a passing nllusiou to thI3 


"simple memorial of the early dead" 
in "Hamlet." "Yet here she is allowed 
her virgin crants," "crnnts" signifying 
garlands.—London Graphic.

"First there's the blending of the 


grape juice. Tore? parts of black to 
one of white grape juice are blended 
with tremendous care. Expert, high- 
priced tasters do this work. 


"Then the liquid is put in casks and 


refined—a long and difficult process. 


"Next it is bottled and placed in a 


warm room to ferment. 
While fer- 


menting it must be watched daily. At 
a certain stage in the fermentation, no 
sooner and no later, it goes to a deep, 
cool vat underground, and there it 
lies IS months in a temperature that 
never varies one degree. 


"Now the bottles are placed In racks 


and turned five times a day for three 
weeks to bring up the sediment 


"When the sediment has all mounted 


to the neck of the bottles, they are 
opened and the sediment is allow to 
shoot out 


"Even now the champagne is cot 


done. It is 'raw' at this stage. To it 
a liqueur of brandy and sugar must 
be added—four per cent, of Hquer for 
the driest brands, 15 or 20 per cent 
for the sweet ones. 


"Altogether, a bottle of champagne 


goes through 200 different operations 
and consumes in its perfecting 
2*/2 
years of time. And still It is often 
kept two or three years longer in the 
vaults maturing."

Vegetable Salads Very Appetizing 


This Time of Tear—The Value 


of Carrots. 


1 have lately noted an especially 


dainty salad that looks very appetiz- 
ing these spring days: Cook soir-e 
tips of asparagus, some siring beans 
and a carrot, boiling each until quite 
tender ia salted water; 
have the 


beans In 2-inch lengths and cut into 
slender strips; the asparagus stalks 
may be used for soup, as only the ex- 
treme tip.s are nice in this salad. 
Chill a couple of tomatoes and some 
of the small spring onions called 
shallots; these must be carefully 
peeled and then cut into inch lengths. 
Place a leaf of lettuce on a salad 
plate and lay the asparagus tips iu a 
little pile at one side, a slice or two 
of tomato and a little heap of the 
beans on the other; wash and cut a 
couple of new radishes into rounds 
and lay them in another small heap 
next the beans. Serve very cold with 
French dressing, and the salad will 
be found delicious. 


It is a pity carrots are not better 


liked; they are both cheap and whole- 
some, something that can not be said 
of many eatables. They should not 
be peeled, but well washed 
and 


scraped; put on in boiling salted 
water and cook until perfectly ten- 
der; but they should not cook to a 
mushy condition; 
drain and they 


may then be served whole in a plain 
white sauce, or be sliced lengthwise 
and dipped in batter, then fried a 
nice brown in very hot fat. Carrots 
are excellent boiled, mashed, sea- 
soned with plenty of butter and salt 
and pepper, a little milk added and 
baked like mashed potatoes. 
They

sane. It is not insane asylums alone, 
but prisons, jails, workhouses, armies 
In camp, churches, schools and nearly 
every household, that havo character- 
ictic odors. It is when the insane, the 
prisoners and the soldier are aggre- 
gated In large groups or battalions 
that their characteristic odor Is i%cog- 
nized. Most diseases have their char- 
acteristic odors and by the exercise of 
the sense of smell they could be utilized 
In different diagnosis. 


For example, fever has a mousy odor, 


rbreumatsm has a copious sour-smell- 
ing acid sweat 
A person 
afflicted 


with pyaemia has a sweet nauseating 
breath. The rank, unbearable odor 
of pus from the middle ear tells the 
tale of the decay of osseous tissue. In 
scurvy the odor Is putrid, In chronic 
peritonitis musky, in scrofula like 
stale beer, in intermittent fever like 
fresh baked brown bread, in fever am- 
moniacal, in hysteria like violets or 
pineapple. Measles, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, epilepsy, phthisis, etc., have 
ctaracteristic odors.

Fragrance Like Russia-Leather

ABLE TO FOOL THE SENSES 


Psychological Investigators Get Some 


Curious Results in Tale 


Experiments. 


Curiously Interesting results 
have 


been obtained by experiments on hallu- 
cinations of the senses at the Yale 
psycholoigcal laboratory. 
A person 


placed In a quiet room was asked to 
note the Intensity of a tone which 
would be sounded every time a tele- 
graph receiver clicked. At first the 
tone was actually produced, but after- 
ward, unknown to the person experi- 
mented on, the tone was omitted, while 
the clicking was regularly continued 
Still the subject of the experiment be- 
lieved that he heard the tone as before 
with every click of the Instrument. 


Another experiment consisted 
in 


dropping a light pith ball on the hand 
of a person so placed that he could not 
see what was done. Each fall of the 
ball was timed to correspond with the 
sound regularly emitted by a mstro- 
nome. After a while the ball was no 
longer dropped, but the subject of the 
experiment continued to feel, or Ima- 
gine that he felt, the touch of the ball 
at every sound from the metronome. 


In a third experiment a blue bead 


was placed in the center of a white 
ring and a person was requested to ap- 
proach the ring and note, by means of 
a tape measure at his side, the distance 
at which the bead first became visible 
to him. Later the bead was secretly 
removed, bnt still on arriving at the

Charles Heebner, counsel for 
the 


Berwind-White Coal Mining company 
today filed with the commission as 
requested, statements of 
the 
coal 


shipments by the company to Harsi- 
mus pier during the year 1905, to- 
gether with the car 
numbers and 


stenciled weights. 


EL B. Whitney, associate 
counsel 


for the commission, filed a statement 
furnished' by W. H. Smith, general 
manager of the New York Central 
road, jconcerning the number of sid- 
ings placed on the Pennsylvania di- 
vision in 1905, together with those 
denied andi the reasons for the com- 
pany's refusal to place them. 


It developed during the morning 


session that the executive committee 
of the Chesapeake and' Ohio railroad 
is composed principally of officials of 
the Pennsylvana and New York Cen- 
tral roads. 


The information was furnished at 


the commission's request in a letter 
received from the secretary of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio company who 
gave the names of the executive com 
mittee as follows:

cars the railroad gets the benefit of 
a special rate," he replied. 


"Then I infer that a coal company 


which gets its cars through the rail- 
road gets the benefit of that rate," 
said Mr. Glasgow. 


The witness said he did not know 


whether the railroad charged the coal 
company the same prices. 


The commission at this point took 


a recess.

He was 
taken into the office and treated as 
above for about five hours, when all 
the frost was drawn out without so 
much aa losing a finger tip. 


The physicians were amazed, as they 


thought amputation would have to be 
resorted to. His hands were as white 
and hard as marble, and when placed 
In the oil they snapped and crackled 
as the oil began to act upon the ice 
crystals. 


This remedy should be remembered 


by all residents of cold climates, as it 
would sa've many a limb. The temper- 
ature of the oil should be about the 
same as that of the living room (about 
60 degrees above zero.) 


One has to be careful about touch- 


ing things with unprotected hands. It 
is dangerous to take hold of a door 
knob when it is GO degrees below zero 
cr thereabouts, with 
the uncovered 


hand, unless you are careful instantly 
to release your hold, for if you do it 
will freeze your inner palm in five 
seconds, be very painful 
thereafter, 


and the result is the same as from 
touching a redhot stove. 


Coal oil begins to thicken at 40 de- 


grees below, and at GO and 70 degrees 
below becomes as thick as lard, or but 
•a very little darker, and can be cut 
out of the can with a knife the same 
as you would cut lard or butter. A 
lighted lamp or lantern left exposed in 
this temperature will freeze up and go 
out in 80 minutes. I have not seen 
gasoline become stiff yet from any of 
the low temperatures that we have ex- 
l,er!enced.
